16,000 persons attending the Chi- 

cago Dental Society’s 96th Mid- 
winter Meeting at the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel, you know that you witnessed the 
biggest and best Midwinter Meeting yet. 
You were offered a program that was 
outstanding in every respect, from the 
opening minutes on Sunday morning, 
February 5th, to the closing strains of 
the orchestra at the dinner dance on 
Wednesday night. Here was everything 
you have learned to expect from these 
great meetings, and much, much more. 
This was a year of many “firsts.” 

On Sunday afternoon there was the 
Children’s Dental Health Day at McCor- 
mick Place, a tremendous free program 
for the children of Chicagoland from 
which thousands had to be turned away 
—another feature of the Society’s pro- 
gram of dental education. Back at the 
hotel, down in the exhibit hall, you 
viewed something like 175 commercial 
exhibits. Munching your Washington 
State apple you wandered among the 
40 scientific exhibits, stopping now and 
then to greet old friends and classmates. 
You stopped in at the President’s party 
in the Grand Ballroom on Sunday night, 
to which everyone registered at the meet- 
ing, was invited.

ited attendance clinics, 145 table clinics 
and 15 projected clinics. There were 12 
panel presentations and 12 motion pic- 
ture programs, and the popular breakfast 
conferences each day. New this year was 
the first annual Workshop on Oral Re- 
habilitation, an all-day seminar in crown 
and bridge prosthodontics, the “Double 
Discourse” presenting concepts of peri- 
odontia from opposite viewpoints, and a 
symposium on oral cancer, an exciting 
addition to the scientific program. The 
entire program, in fact, drew nothing but 
the most favorable comments from all 
of you.

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To Men and Women of Great Faith 
In Their Profession 


Recently there came to the editor’s desk a news-release, dated February 21st, 
1961, which should make each of us who practice dentistry take off our hats and 
salute the senior class of Tufts University School of Dental Medicine for their 
unlimited faith and confidence in the future of our great profession. We will 
quote in part from this release: 

“Seniors at Tufts University School of Dental Medicine, Boston—in a move 
believed to be unprecedented in dental history—have pledged a record $100,000 
toward the building of a new dental center at the University. ee 

“The pledge, unanimously endorsed by the class of 98 men and one woman 
will be payable over a 10 to 12-year period. It was made spontaneously by 
class members at their monthly meeting preceding the start of the second 
semester. 

“Describing the action as ‘historic,’ Dean John W. Hein said today (Feb. 21) 
it ‘will open new frontiers for dental education not only at Tufts but across 
the country.’ ” 

Dr. Hein pointed out that the unsolicited pledge is several times larger than 
any ever made before by a senior class, either at 93-year-old Tufts or any 
other dental school. 

He expressed belief the pledge will “serve as an inspiration to dental 
schools and alumni of all the nation’s dental schools to give maximum support 
to their individual schools.” 

Thus 98 boys and one young woman have pledged to pay over 10-12 
years at least $1,000 each on the average. That means $100 a year for the 
next ten years will say “thank you” to their alma mater for their training. 

This exemplary and outstanding gift to the future of dental education 
should stimulate each of us to follow their shining example of faith and dedi- 
cation to our great profession. If each one of us could but catch a part of 
the faith and confidence of these young people in dentistry and in this great 
country of ours we would not have to be seeking the help of the government 
to build our dental schools. The writer will repeat again, if we are to remain 
free from the socialistic schemes of government, you and I must assume a 
greater role in keeping our schools of higher education free from governmental 
controls. 

Projecting a little, the writer jotted down a few figures. Taking an arbitrary 
figure of 90,000 practicing dentists each to make a contribution of one-fourth 
of what each of the young people of great vision and faith from Tufts will give 
over a similar period of 10 years, and dental education would be the richer by 
some $22,500,000. Just think of what that could mean to education and re- 
search, and, supposing we had equal faith with these youngsters and gave an 
equal amount, that would make a magnificent sum of $9,000,000 a year for 
10 years. Envision what could be done for dental education and for the dental 
health of America.

POSTGRADUATE DENTAL 
EDUCATION ON NATIONALLY 
TELEVISED SHOW 


On April 24th, a nationally-televised 
postgraduate course in dentistry will be 
presented over a closed circuit to ap- 
proximately 50,000 dentists in 33 cities. 
The program is being developed by the 
University of Pennsylvania School of 
Dentistry in consultation with the Amer- 
ican Dental Association.

Several books have been written re- 
cently on the science and practice of 
Endodontics. The object of this book 
is to try and give the dental student and 
the dentist a small, compact manual that 
he may use and consult in practicing the 
more comprehensive details of present- 
day endodontics. This area of dentistry is 
a very complex operation to many prac- 
titioners so in this book Dr. Healey makes 
use of simple terms and has arranged 
the sequence of the chapters to make this 
a manual to consult for the precise in- 
formation desired. 

Dr. Healey has strived to make this 
book valuable to anyone interested in the 
problem of endodontics. With its fine 
organization and excellent illustrations it 


becomes valuable in the teaching of this 
subject. He has received the assistance of 
several of his colleagues at the University 
in presenting chapters on Diagnosis, Pa- 
thology and some fine practical advice 
on Prescription Writing, Bleaching of 
Teeth and Surgical Intervention.

Here compressed into 370 pages is a 
full reference book on procedures in the 
modern way.

414; scientific exhibitors, 23. The weather 
in Chicago cooperated, too, with four 
perfect days. The 1961 Meeting will soon 
be past history, but President Lynch and 
Chairman Sullivan and all who had a 
part in this 96th Midwinter Meeting can 
look back with pride on their achieve- 
ment.—Orville C. Larsen, Assistant Edi- 
tor.

(B) “Special” plaster impression (not stone or rubber) in a tray, with inlay 
wax cap over prepared tooth. 


(C) Opposing impression or stone model. 
(D) Shallow wafer wax bite. 


(E) Shade specimen from ANY standard shade guide. 


RUBBER BASE IMPRESSION 


(1) One tray impression in Rubber Base Material of the prepared tooth or 
teeth including three or four teeth on either side. Rubber in this impression 
should go high under lip and high on lingual. 


(2) Tray impression of the opposing teeth or a hard stone model. 


(3) Shallow wafer wax bite. One flat piece of red wax. One that will not frac- 
ture in transit. 


(4) Shade sample. In porcelain or acrylic. Please send shade specimen or
